The company has purchased the largg
three story brick bullding at Monsey
avenue and Larch street, which was
formerly occupled by the Sceranton
Dairy company and after alterations
have been made will use it as a mill.
Machinery has already been ordered
amd i expected to arrive within n
manth, T'he building s large enough
te accommodate about 200 looms.

The company nproposes to manufac-
ture a fine quality of wide silks and
will emiploy at the outset nol less than
150 hands, A vory large percentuge of
these will be women, though there will
be o conslderable number of men also
employed.
